There is 
no vavity or in my action.”

When Court opened this morning, 
Guiteaw shouted, “There is a crank in 
Chicago says I talked with him about 
the case.

Some Simple Rules for Foretelling « 
Chaage in the Weather. 


A. J. Devoe, of Hackensack says: 
Some time ago a prominent gentleman 
of Chicago sent me this question: 
How can a person foretell changes in 
the weather without the aid of the 
telegraph or scientific instruments? I 
will give a few rules: 

First-- When you see a bank of thin, 
hazy clouds along the northwest, and 
it is clear along the rest of the heav- 
ens, then the wind will be from the 
southeast on the morrow, the tempera- 
ture will rise, and it will rain inside 
of forty-eight hours. 


the south of you; and on the morrow 
the wind will be from the northeast 
with snow. 

Third—When the sky looks unusu- 
ally black, and the stars shine very 
bright, a storm will advance suddenly 
from the southeast, beginning with 
snow, followed -with rain. 

If a person living in any section of 
our country can cite an instance when 
these rules did not operate as I have 
stated, I shall be pleased to hear from 
him. 

The above item is referred respect- 
fully to Professor Legate, in whom the 
writer has an abundant faith. He will 
probably make this New Jersey youth 
wish he had never ventured into print. 
Legate sees no reason te change his 
mind.
